E are too much in-the war, too 

keen to hear the latest news: 
and to wonder what the next move 
may be, for our. minds easily to 
take in the wider meaning of 
events which we feel to be weighty 
yet have little leisure to reflect 
upon. 

One such event is the “lease- 
and-lend,” Act, embodying Presid- 
ent Roosevelt’s conviction that the 


the British cause will be the safest 
and the most economical policy 
fhe United States can pursue. 
These things are fairly clear in

It is strange, though true, that the 
British people as a whole know

States know. or, until recently, 
‘knew even less: of Britdin, 
What the late Lord’ Balfour 
whimsically called the obstacle of 
“an approximately common lan- 
guage” has been a rea] hindrance 
to reciprocal understanding. A far 
greater hindrance has been the 
“ancient grudge® of which Owen 
Wister wrote some 20 years ago-— 
grievances derived from the 
American War of Independence 
against us and from a dozen epi- 
sodes we have ignured or forgot- 
ten, whereas they bulk large in 
American history books and tra- 
ditions.

A little story I have sometimes 
told will bear re-telling on this 
point, In the autumn of 1927 1 
was in Philadelphia, where some 
prominent citizens showed me 
much kindness. 

One of them was my guide and 
instructor on a visit to Indepen- 
dence Hall, the scene of the De- 
claration of Independence on July 
4, 1776. The Hall, a fine Queen 
Anne building, stunds at one end 
of a large open space known as 
Independence Square, My guide 
was very tactful.

The “San: Conrado,” it was dis- 
closed in London yesterday, was 
ittacked by three German aircraft.

As he reached the deck he 
was blown dewn by blast from 
a bomb which had exploded 
close to the ship’s side.

The ship was attacked six times 
and fought back for 35 minutes, 
driving off her enemies. She was, 
however, badly damaged and 
several of the crew wounded. 

As she was apparently settling 
by the stern the captain gave the 
order to abandon .ship. 

Though they pulled hard for 
two hours the cea was eo rough 
that they mate little headway. 
It was all they could do te keep 
the-boat’s head up to wind and 
sea, and the “San Conrado” was 
stil clearly in sight when they 
were picked up by one of H.My 
Ships to whom they transferred 
their wounded.

‘system enabled Britain to gain a 
firmer hold. by . transferring res- 
ponsibility to the exporter instead 
of the importer. The navictrt was 
regarded as a concession to trad- 
ers who disliked not knowing 
whether the British would object 
to consignments and would detain 
them at some centro] base, 


When Germany overran France 
and the Low Countries last Sum- 
‘mer the blockade was knocked 
‘full of holes and the task of the 
‘Navy became almost insurmount- 
able. To mect this, the govern- 
ment’s economic advisers adopted 
a policy that warships must be only 
in waters where it was known Ge- 
finitely that there was something 
to be caught.

Psychological Effect 


Apart from  strategical gains, 
the British eount on psychologi- 
cal benefits of the blockade when 
the Germans get the feeling of de- 
feat through the lack of the neces- 
sities of \ife. Textiles are gen- 
erally scarce in Germany and the 
civilian ration now amounts to 
the equivalent of two suits a year 
—one overcoat would wipe out 
an individual's purchasing power 
for twelye months, Hides and 
skins .are also contributing to un- 
easiness within the Reich, not be- 
cause of the lack of these ma- 
terials but on account of, the 
marked scdreity of the chemicals 
necessary for tanning the hides. 
Rubber has advanced beyond the 
luxury stage in modern civilisa= 
tion, cropping up as it does in in- 
numerable household and indus- 
trial appliances, yet this too is 
now rare indeed in the Nazi do- 
main.
